The Cuban soldiery are refusing to 
accept the money offered hy the Amer- 
ican Government, and are keeping 
their arma.

Sixty 
per cent of the wheat crop is al- 
ready destroyed. 

A large portion of Aatrakan, on the 
north-west coast of the Caspian Sea, 
has been submerged by an overflow 
of the River Volga. 

It is reported that the Americans 
of the Yorktown's crew in the hands 
of the Filipinos have been subjected to 
barbarous treatment.

Bishep Moret’s Adventure -Resewed After a 
Bay ond a Night by the Swtas Guides, 

A despatch from Buffalo, N. W. T., 
says.—Bishop Moret and five French 
clergymen, bound from Hong Kong 
to Rome, who sought to break their 
journey across the continent, after 
landing at Vancouver a few days ago 
by spending a couple of days in the 
Canadian National Park at this point, 
were rescued on Wednesday from a 
perilious position in a mountain crev- 
ice, On. Tuesday morning at 7 o'clock 
they started, without guides, to make 
the ascent of Sulphur Mountain, and 
lost thsir way. Thursday they owe their 
lives to the sagacity and experience 
of Swiss guides, recently introduced by 
th» autho itis to look after the welfare 
of traveHers and hunting parties visit- 
ing the Canadian rockies, 

The Bishop and his party were not 
missed from their hotel-until 10 o'clock 
Juesday night, and the maiter having 
been reported to the Superintendent, 
ths latter ordered the Alpine guides to 
at once make a search. Armed ‘with 
lanterns and Alpensiocks, the guides 
departed on their mission. After a 
night of tedious tramping among the 
Pines of the mountain sides, they were 
‘ewarded by hearing th ir echoing calls 
answered froma slight crevice in the 
rook, into which a false step had pre- 
cipitated the party. Though the crev- 
ice was but twenty feet deep, the 
clergymen found themselves unable to 
gain the ledge from which they had 
slipped. Ropes were lowered by the 
guides, and the rescues from the peril- 
ous position was quickly made. The 
previous afternoonand night had been 
spent in the crevice, 1,900 feet from the 
fot of the mountain, the height of | 
which is 7,000 feet, and viothea witha!

| tiver bank at Indiantown, and, fan- 
ned by a stiff southerly gale, spread 
with great rapidity, firet wiping out 
| the large stores and warehouses near 
the wharves, “and then attacking the 
adjacent district. where reside the peo- 
ple employed in the nearby aaw mille 
and others in humble walks of life. 
Most of their residences were amall 
wooden buildings, but all were com- 
| fortably furnished. The loas te these 
people is very great; in many tases 
the fire swept away all their Wordly 
goods. On Bridge street alone one 
huridred dwellings were burned. 
fortunately the fire did not extend 
any great distance on Main street. be- 
ing stopped below the street car shed, 
but it nevertheless wiped out 
SOME FINE RESIDENCES. 

The stores and warehouses of Messrs. 
Naz, Horacastle, Capt. Keast, the J. 
W. MeAllary Co. and other general 
dealers, who do a big trade along Une 
St. John river, were consumed, with 
all their valuable stocks, All the 
steamship lines lost their warehouses, 
containing more or less freight. 

It wae all the whole city fire de- 
partment could do, after six hours 
hard fighting, to stop the advance of 
the flames, which swept over an area 
of about one mile aquare. 

Over two hundred buildings were 
burned, and the property loss is well 
up to @ million dollars. It is estimat- 
ed that six bundred to one thousand 
people are homeless. 

One aged woman refused to leave 
her house and perished in the flames. 
Another lady, who was in i/l-health, 
died of the shock before her house 
caught, 

BURNED OUT OF THEIR HOMES. 

Many families of moderate means 
lived in the large tenements and small 
wooden buildings along Bridge atreet, 
and the scene on the water front was 
a pathetic one. As the fire worked its 


way down each side of the street, men, 
women, and children burried out of 
the houses like hens from their nests, 
each bearing armaful of bousehold ef- 
fects. These were deposited in the 
streets, on the wharves, or on board 
boats. The fire ate on and on, house 
after house smouldered, burst in 
flames, blazed furiously, and crumbled 
to @ mass of red embers. 

The wind biew the flames away from 
the water’s edge, bat as the embers 
accumulated intense heat was gener- 
ated, and soon fire attacked the house- 
hold effects piled on the piers. 

Then the ferry-house and the Star 
line warehouse burst into flames, fol- 
lowed by the river steamer May 
Queea’s warehduse, 200 feet away. 
These were eatirely burned, but the 
fire got no further in this direction. 

Bridge street, however, which runs 
parallel with the water, was burned on 
both sides from ¢nd to end. 


ONLY THREE/HOUSES REMAIN. 


There were three blocks of buildings 
between the north side of Main street 
and the open country. These were all 
of dry wood, and as the flames devour- 
ed them, people fled with whatever 
they could save to the rocks and hills, 
or beyond into the wet, marshy. valley. 

Thursday night the scene is a weird 
one. Several acres of ground are aglow 
with burning embers. Shelter has been 
provided for thove who were burned out, 
but many grief-stricken people are 
wandering among the ruins, 

The fire broke out shortly after one 
o'clock in a house owned by John Por- 
ter, on Bridge street, Indiantown, ad- 
joining the hardware house of Naz & 
Son. The warehouse soon caught, and 
both were blazing fiercely when the 
alarm had summoned the fire depart- 
ment. All the available apparatus in 
ihe city was hurried to the scene, but 
it was inadequate to cope with the 
ragin? demon, which soon had posses- 
‘ the whole blocks of buildings.

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A LAW AGAINST USURY. 
Diemeeen } 
Justice Chirland Thinks It ls Time @ne 
Wasa Passed. 

A despatch from Montreal, says:~ 
Justice Charland on Tuesday, in ren- 
dering judgment in a case of Darling 
v. Dufort, took the opportunity to 
strongly advocate the passing of some 
law against usury such as Senator 
Durand has now introduced in the Sen- 
ate. The action under consideration 
bad been brought on a note for $150, 
bearing interest at the rate of 130 per 
cent per annum. The learned judge 
gaid that the law left him no alterna- 
tive. The rate of interest was fixed 
on the face of the note, and he had to 
give judgment as prayed for. At the 
same time, be could pot belp expreas- 
ing bis strong condemnation of a sys- 
tem which tolerated such abuse.- The 
people who charged such a rate of in- 
terest would no doubt bever dare to 
call themselves usurers. They would 
very likely sue for damages anyone 
whe would call them usurers. The 
fact remained that usury had free 
scope in the Province of Quebec,

quence of the discovery of these won- 
derful imitations.. The profits of the 
company making the rubies are said 
to be $185,000 a year. 

Artificial rubies weighing 40 carats 
can be produced; but are not, as there 
would be no sale for stones of that 
size. An authority has said that there 
is no way known to him by which 
these stones can he told from the 
genuine ones. 

A London jeweler questioned as to 
the possible results of these good and 
cheap imitations said that the stones 
impossible to imitate might become 
the most valuable and the most fash- 
ionable, eventually.

“ACH FAMILY HAS ITS OWN SPECI- 
ALTY IN TREATING THE INSANE. 


At Masded Bown From Pather te Sem 
A Town Where Lanaticrs Are Pari © 
the Werking Force and Are Treated as 
tricnds —~ Wendetfay Saceosa of the 
Plans. 

Every fifth person in this lively mar- 
ket town of 10,000 inhabitants ie a 
lumatic, yet a tolerably observing per- 
OB may remain here a week without 
even suspecting the great esterprise 
carried on—the wholesale treatment of 
the insane by the Simplest and must 
oatural methods, guaranteed to be ef- 
fective by five centuries of goed re 
sulta, says a letter from Gheel, Bel- 
gium. ; 

Gheel men and women are born mad- 
house keepers, and the very young- 
sters take to the task of\ managing, 
employing and amusing maniacs, as na- 
turally as to their mative diet of i 
tatoes, bacon and coffee. In fact, to 
give up part of one’s house, or bed- 
room accommodations to crazy atran- 
gers is as much of an industry here 
|a% agriculture, tanning and cloth and 
sabot making. And no wonder for the 
ne owes its origin to the mother 
| protectoress of the mentally diseasdd, 
Saint Dympna, who bas had a shrine 
on the spot where the city now stands 
since time. immemorial. 

A patient brought to the old town 
loses that depressing title or charac- 
ter the moment he enters his new sur- 
roundings. Whether the State Medi- 
cal Board controlling the classifi- 
cation of new arrivals senda him to 
one of the upper districts where “dan- 
gerous” cases, according to medical par- 
lance are kepi, or whether he is at 
once assigned to ordinary lodgings, the 
Gheelers” vall him “innocent” ” or 
“friend.” Such words as lunatic, in- 
sane or madman are not in the town’s 
vocabulary, common consent, banished 
; them from conversation, and the Sup 
erintendent of ‘schools told the cor- 
respondent that his teachers never al- 
lude to expressions of the sort. 


THE MEDICAL TREATMENT. 


The doctor’s work ceases with the 
act mentioned. Knowing as they do 
each family’s capacity for handling 
certain forms of insanity, they dispose 
of new cases by giving each madman 
the keeper his peculiar condition de- 
mands, and there as a general thing, 
the matter ends though, for appear- 
ance’s sake, a sort of professional sup- 
ervision is occasionally exercised. 

The Gheelers, then, are the real me- 
dicine men in this mental health re- 
sort to-day, as their ancestors were be- 
fore them, but their success notwith- 
standing they remained simple-mind- 
(ed peasants as of old. Common sense 
| is their strong point, and medical sci- 
ence so much out of their line that 
there are not more than two native 
doctors in the place. On the other hand, 
they pride themselves on two never- 
failing household remedies—simplicity 
and patience. 

As to each family’s specialty, there 
are the Steens, for instance. For the 
past two or three centuries they made 
a specialty of taking care of epllep- 
tics, the experience gained in the treat~ 
ment descending from father to son. 
They could give points to many a col- 
lege professor, you may be sure, The 
Vrooms are just as well up in mania 
| of persecution, as the Steens are in 
| the other branch of suffering. And so 
}it is with the Van Zakens, the here- 
ditary attendants of delirium tremens;

none are allowed to engage in this 
business exclusively, each family, no 
matter how high its reputation in any 
special branch may be, receiving only 
as many boarders as their house can 
turned into an 
asylum. The authorities calculate 
thus: Henrik Steens has five rooms 
besides those he needs for his family 
and servants. That entitles him to 
two male, and two female boarders, if 
epileptics, willing or able to work in 
a tannery and the. household respec- 
tively, and they are given quarters. Or 
Boulanger, the baker, who owns a big 
house, can have a dozen melancholia 
“ friends,” capable of working at bread 
and cake making or on his farm. For 


ing im the shadow of St. Dympna’s 
shrine must work with his or her 
hands, or go to school, respectively. 
That is one of the conditions of their 
acceplance as patients. It is, more- 
over, an integral part of the success 
ful Gheel cure. Complete absence of 
coercive measures, plenty of good, 
nourishing food, of fresh air and of 
sunshine, and temperance, are the oth- 
er remedies prescribed and insisted up- 
on. But these rules are enforced in 
the gentlest manner. “ Friends” or 
‘‘innocents” must never be irritated, 
else cure becomes impossible, and the 
peasant doctor loses cast with his fel- 
lows.. As a further consequence the 
authorities immediately shut down on 
his supply of “ milch cows,” Le., crazy 
boarders. 
THE WELCOMING FEAST.

The result of this treatment, or ab- 
Sence of treatment, is astonishing. An 
officer of the State Medical Board told 
the correspondent that quite 60 per 
cent of “ friends” are cured, while all, 
almost without exception, find relief 
and comfort in Gheel. Those that at 
home were raving maniacs become 
= lesa after a two or three weeks’ 
stay. 

“The fact that we treat the insane 
like reasonable beings impreases itself 
upon their sense of honor,” continues 
the doctor. “ They miake it a point to 

ve, and many give themselves’ up 
in the “dangergus” district as soon 
as they feel an attack coming on. Af- 
ter that is over \they return to thelr 
boarding house, and to their daily la- 
bors as cheerfully as ever, and no one 
remarks upon tneir absence.” 

The tact of these peasants is, in- 
deed, wonderful/ Even in convorsa- 
tion with the correspondent, they re- 
fused to admit that there was any- 
thing abnormal about the mental con- 
dition of their charges. When told 
that maniacs are generally regarded 
with fear, they couldn’t understand it. 

“Why,” they said, “all the friends 
carry knives, while axes, sledgeham- 
mers, hoes, ete., are their every-day 
tools, and yet the town annals have 
no record of any act of violence, 
ew by a ‘friend’ in two cen- 
uries.”

Gheel has numerous lawn tennis and 
bowling clubs, composed - almost 
entirely of lunatics. Insane peo | 
ple perform every Sunday of the year | 
on the city’s amateur stage, and there 
are several good actors and actresses 
among them. A philharmonie aociety, 
the leader of which is an intermittent 
maniac, gives most creditable concerts, | 
and the male and female choir of St. | 
Dympna’s Church is celebrated 
throughout the province for its won- 
derful voices—all lunatics. 

It may not be amiss to emphasize in 
conclusion that the methods now in| 
vogue are those adopted by the earl-| 
lest settlers 500 and more years ago.

BEST BREEDS OF CHICKENS. \ 

The difficulties of pouliry raising 
may be overcome in a measure by 
the judicious selection of a breed of 
fowls best suited to your surround- 
ings. If you have but a limited 
area and your flock must be confined 
most of the time, you should choose 
those breeds which may be kept in 
tonfinement with best results. The 
suburban residents produce a large 
proportion of the poultry and eggs 
consumed in this country. The farm- 
er, aa a rule, keeps one flock on a farm 
with less satisfaction than he who 
takes care of one in confinement. The 
best egg records are from those flocks 
which have been kept in yards in- 
stead of having an altogether free 
range. More labor is required, of 
course, to manage flocks in confine- 
ment, yet this is made up for in the 
imoreased egg yield and saving in the 
cost of the range. 

Leghorns, Hamburgs, Minoreas, Pol- 
ish and Houdans are true rangers, and 
an extra degree of care is needed to 

rovide them with litter for scratch- 
ng to satisfy their reatleas nature 
where their range isasmall one. The 
Plymouth Rocks and Wyandottes, be- 
long to the middle olass, as it were, 
and will give great satisfaction eith- 
er for ement or on a free range.

along the Laurentian ranges, in the 
province of Quebec, and at Ticonder- 
ago. Vt. The largest mines on this 
continent are at the latter place.

Died in a Strange Land! 


Bert Siemens, a Madec Bay, Meets His Death 
ia Colorede. 


The sad news last week of the death 
in Cripple Creek, Colorado, of R. H. 
Simmons, ** Bert,” son of Mr. and Mrs, 
Robert Simmons, of Madoc, caused a 
«rent feeling of aympathy to go out tothe 
above couple and family in this village 
where they haye lived so long and the 
deceased was so well-known, Uatil 
the receipt of the extract which we re- 
produce below from the Morning Times 
of that city, nothing was known of his 
fatal illness, beyond the brief telegram. 
announcing his serious condition and 
then his death. 

Bert was second younrest son of his 
grief-stricken parents, and was always 
known in Madoc as a bright, clever and 
enterprising young man. A little over 
a year ago he married in California 
Miss Lizzie Loomis, the adopted daugh- 
ter of Dr.and Mrs. Loomis, also well- 
known old residents of Madoc, both of 
whom are aleo among the dead. Mrs. 
Loomis died only a few months ago. 
The young wife, now left entirely alone,

ONE OF THE BARLIEAT SETTLERS OF THE

His 
wife is overcome with grief at the loss 
of her husband. 

Mr. Simmons was an Oddfellow, and 
a week ago last night was elected to 
membership in the Elks, though he had 
not been initiated in the lodge.

Amincions Curves om the (emge Rallrond 
Make #hort Trains Wereresary. 

Mr. Pattkamer, the Governor of the 
German colony of the Cameroons, bas 
been making 4 trip up the Congo on 
the railroad which was completed in 
Judy leet. He thinks the road ia « 
greal achievement and tells some in- 
teresting things about it. The Gover- 
mor waa surprised to find that there 
wus mot.a tunnel along the 845 miles 
of the route, that the bridges apan 
the rivera without eay supports in 
midstream and that in the mountain- 
oun regions there are many very sharp 
curves around which a locomotive is 
not permitted to draw more than three 
eare on one train. Passenger trains 
rug at the rate of sighteen miles and 
freight trains at the rate of (en miles 
an hour, The passenger trains leave 
each end of the route three times a 
week. They meet midway at Tumba, 
where they spend the night. No trains 
are rua in the night time, and freight 
trains are went ont irregularly and 
only when there are iwo or three oar- 
loads to be transported. Business re- 
quires several freight trains a 
week. 

There is not a. single native village 
along the route. The people do not 
like the noise of the locomotive or the 
“bush steamer,” as the Kru boys call 
the formidable machine, and so they 
have moved back lato the tranquility 
of the country several miles away 
trom, the track. Thousands of the na- 
tives, however, are in the employ of 
the Comgo State making belterments 
in the roid, but they all live at the 
State stations, The Bangala cannibals 
from far ap the river form the larger 
part of the working force. 

The great need on the upper Congo 
ig more steamboats. Ali the trading 
companies and some of the mission ata- 
tions have steamers of their own, and 
the State has a fleet of thirty boata, 
bac freight is constantly pili up 
waiting for transportation. At Stan- 
ley Pool there are a number of ship- 
yards where the steamboats that come 
from Europe in sections are put to 
gether, and all of these yards are now 
acenee of the greatest activity. “Most 
of the engineers and mechanics are 
Relgians, but there is a sprinkling of 
Norwegians and Swedes.

MABERETING. 

Beef ia the most important meat. and 
to be good should be well padded and 
mottled with fat that ia firm, should 
have « fine texture. and be of a bright 
red color. A steer four or five years 
old furnishes the beat beef, and a side 
should weigh about M0 pounds. 

In the hindquarter the boneless and 
thick flank may be cormed and boiled, 
or stuffed, rolled and braised,

The beat cuts for beef-iea, also good 
steaks, come from the top of the 
round.

Served warm (hey are very ten- 
der and delicate. Io making biscuits 
from buttermilk take the same amount 
of shortening as for sweet milk, and 
use soda instead of baking powder. 
Gingerbread, so good for a laghi lineh 
or for supper, is easily made, and is 
especially fine when fresh. A plain, 
simple gingerbread is made of one oup- 
ful sour cream, in which beat two even 
teaspoonfuls of soda, two-thirds cup of 
molasses, one egg, a tablespoonful Cas 
ter, one teaspoonful ginger and one of 
cinnamon.

fir, one-half ounce; acetic ether, one- 
half ounce. / Dissolve the fir in the 
alcohol, then add the others. Apply 
with @ flannel ‘cloth and rub until 
dry.

lt had a round dome on the top, 
which had been so worked as to fit 
the square building below. ‘The body 
of the Mahdi lay on what the artillery- 
men termed “an erection,” perhaps 
balf the height of a man, set up in the 
middle of the tomb. It had an encirel- 
ing rail made with pieces of brass tak- 
en from English implements or furni- 
ture, and was decorated with other 
trinkets,( perhaps 

RELIGIOUS SYMBOLS. 

The body was wrapped im white and 
colored cloth, sewn together. “But 
whether it had been embalmed,” said 
another of the artillerymen, “I could 
not say, having no experience of how 
bodies look after undergoing that pro- 
Nobody cared to describe what hap- 
pened inside the tomb. “That is a 
matter for those in authority,” one 
was told. However, it ~was presently 
said that the order was given to take 
the body from where it lay and to 
sever the head from the trunk. “The 
corporal went to that end. On lifting 
the head it broke clean away from the 
body, and he held it in his hands.” 

The body was then wrapped up, 
weighed and carried across the three 
miles that lay between the tomb and 
the Nile and at once cast into the 


river. “I never heard that anything 
was seen of it again,” said one artil- 
leryman, “and the fact is it must have 
been washed away along the bed of 
the river,” Amother added that the 
dervishes are, of oourse, essentially 
superstitious, and that they might in 
the future, no doubt, be unposed on 
by the production of another dead 
body, “But,” he added, “whatever may 
be said of the body, they will never 
get the head of their Mahdi.” 

“What became of the head?” 

“It is a very short story. The head 
was carried on board the gunboat and 
put into an empty kerosene can—one 
of these square cans, you know, that 
oll is kept in. It stopped there a few 
days. The other officers used to come 
aboard and say, ‘Gordon, show us that 
head,’ and the corporal, under orders, 
would then lift it out. None of them 
would touch it. It was not nice. I 
might say that the Mahdi must have 
bee

A FEARFULLY UGLY MAN. 


The lower jaw protruded further than 
im any man I have ever seen. The 
forehead was not partioularly high— 
for an Arab. His hair was jet black, 
The lower part of one side of the face 
was gone—decayed—and we took off 
part of his beard. It is here in East- 
ney. I have a piece myself—a fine, 
glossy, black, apparently the hair of 
a man in his prime. 

“After the head had remained a few 
days in the can a wooden box was 
made, and it was packed in that. It 
was sent to Cairo for despatch to Eng- 
land, and but for the discussion in 
Parliament it would, no doubt, have 


been on view before now in some mu-’ 


seum or another. The War Office, I 
should think, will*know where that 
box is. I must say no more.” 

After the body of the Mahdi had 
been ‘‘disinterred” and disposed of his 
tamb was destroyed. Lyddite was 
used, as it is still necessary to note 
the action of that explosive owing to 
the sometimes peculiar conduct of 
lyddite shell. “So that we had an ex- 
periment of two kinds,” said one of the 
artillerymen. “We experimented in 
religion on the ‘poor Mahdi,’ and in 
gunnery we tried on his tomb. It cer- 
tainly seems a little above the mark 
to try conclusions with a dead body.”

Mother's Strawberry Short-Cake.— 

Into a coffee cup of thick sour cream 
atir one scant teaspoonful of soda, the 
yolk of one egg, two tablespoonfula of 
sugar, two shakes of salt. Sift in- 
to one coffee cup of flour one well 
rounded teaspoonful of baking powder. 
Stir this into the cream, adding as 
much more as la necessary to handle 
nicely.

How to Destroy Wild Mustard. 


The Newcastle, Eng., Courant of May 
6, says: The Technical Educational 
Committee of the Essex County Coun- 
cil have been carrying out experiments 
in the destruction of Charlock, (wild 
mustard) which have attracted wide- 
spread attention. Last night about 
250 yisitors assembled at Chelmford to 
witness the demonstration. On all the 

lots of crops were oats and beans, 

lot 1 had been sprayed eight days be- 
fore with a two per cent. solution of 
sulphate of copper at the rate of thirty- 
five gallons per acre. Rain fell three 
hours later, but the Charlock-was seen 
to be killed, whilst the crops were un- 
injured. On plot 2 sprayed six days 

ore with 4 per cent. solution of sul- 
phate of copper at the rate of 25 gallons 
per acre, the charlock was killed, the 
oats slightly but temporarily discolored 
and the beans were uninjured. Plot 3 
had been sprayed six days prev'ously 
with a two per cent. solution of wa 
phate of copper at the rate of fifteen 
gallons per acre. On both plots the 
charlock was killed and the crops were 
not print. Plot 5 has been sprayed 
threé days before with a two and a half 
per cent. solution of sulphate of iron at 
the rate of forty gallons per acre ; the 
charlock was seen to be dead, whilst 
the oats and beans were uninjured.

the side borders. 

HOW TO COOK ASPARAGUS. 

Asparagus is one of the good things 
that are ruined so often in the prepara. 
tion for the table. Sir Henry Thomp- 
son, connoleseur, says: “Aspararos 
should be cut of exactly equal lengtha 
and boiled, atanding ends vpward, in 
a deep pan. Nearly two inches of the 
heads should be out of the water, the 
steam sufficing to cook them, as they 
form the tenderest part of the plant, 
while the stalky part is rendered 
soft and succulent by the longer boil- 
ing this plan permits, Inatead of the 
orthodox twenty minutes alloted ta 
average asparagus lying horigontelly, 
which half cooka the stocks and over- 
cooks the heads, diminishing ite flavor 
and consistence, a period of thirty o7 
forty minutes on the plan recommend 
ed will render fully one-third more 
of the stalk delicious, while the head 
will be cooked by the sleam alone. '
